Kroonstadt British Enthusiastic at 


Roberts' Arrival 


The arrival of Lord Roberts at Kroon- 


etad was hailed with enthusiasm by all 
the British inhabitants. Three hundred 
Free Staters were anxious to surrender. 
The bridge to the south had not been 
destroyed, but the large bridge near tb« 
town had been deavollehed. 


The Boers are now trekking to the 


V.aal river, where they are entrenching. 
General French encamped northeast of 
the town and dispatched a force to cut 
the line. The project succeeded late at 
Bight, but after the departure of the last 
train. 
Although 
the 
troops toad 


marched 16 miles, they were in excellent 
form on entering the town. Many ar- 
rests have been made, chiefly of those 
TVbo had maligned ths British. It was 
found that many persons have been de- 
ported from Ladybrand for ultra-British 
sympathy. 


"The war is practically over," says 


The Daily Chronicle's Kroonstad cor- 
respondent, and in less definite terms 
this is the view to be gathered from all 
the correspondents. They picture th« 
Boers as utterly demoralized and dis- 
heartened by Lord Roberts' unexpect- 
edly rapid advance and by bis facile 
turning of the carefully prepared posi- 
tions of the Boers. 


There was practically no fighting and 


there are no^ further details to give re. 
apecting the* occupation of Kroonstad. 
The correspondent of Tha Dally Tele- 
graph says: 
The union jack was 


hoisted in the market place by Mrs. 
Lockhead, the American wife of a 
Scotchman. 
Moat of the horses of the 


Boers are in a wretched condition, but 
President Kruger declares ha will con- 
tinue the war. 


It appears that the Boers at Kroonstad 


bad been reintorced by 3000 men from 
Natal last Friday, and that altogether 
10,000, with 20 guns, trekked from ICroon- 
Btad on the Approach of Lord Roberts. 


The Boers made'an ineffectual stand 


at Boschrand, and had elaborate en- 
trenchments in front - of Kroonstad, 
which offered great facilities for a rear 
guard action. Their only anxiety, how- 
ever, appears to have been to get away 
safely with all their guns and convoys, 
which again they have successfully ac- 
complished. 
The few stores they were 


unable to carry away they burned. 


Lord Roberts, after a march which Is 


regarded as worthy of being ranked with 
his famous march to Kandahar, has 
thus covered another stage of his cam- 
paign, a stage which, although success- 
ful and'Without the mistakes and mis- 
fortunes that characterized the earlier 
stages, leaves the Boer forces quite in- 
tact, not having lost a gun and having 
lost very few men. 


Experience has taught the critics to be 


chary of accepting reports of Boer de- 
moralisation. 
The Times says: 
The 


Signs point to military breakdown on 
the part of th« Boers, but after ex- 
perience of the past, we cannot accept 
the reports of demoralization without 
reserve. 
The game of war must be 


strictly played out to the end.

and indicted for the misappropriating 
of $900,000. Later he pleaded guilty to 
the several counts. 


Melvin O. Adams made a strong ap- 


peal for a light sentence. Judge Lowell 
said he thought Mr. Adams was right 
in the statement he made that Mr. Cole 
has claim on leniency of the court from 
the fact that he had not put the gov- 
ernment to the expense of a protracted 
trial, and Miat he had considered that 
point in imposing the sentence. 


The selection of Green field jail as the 


place of confinement it is said, was 
made at the instance of the friends of 
Mr. Cole. Reason for effort to have 
the sentence served at that place where 
the salubrious climate,' and yiat fact 
that the jail building is a new one. 


Mr. Cole has been in poor health and 


it was feared that confinement in states 
prison, in addition to being peculiarly 
odious from the very name of the place, 
would work for material injury to his 
Health. 


It is expected that earnest efforts of 


powerful friends will be made to se- 
cure a pardon from the president.

Kansas City, May 14.—The federal au- 


thorities found alleged cause for inter- 
fering in the strike inaugurated Satur- 
day by the union employes of the Met- 
ropolitan Street 
Railway company. 


Judge Hook issued from the United 
States district court an injunction which 
is made for a week, the matter being set 
for a hearing on Saturday next, and if its 
restrictions shall be observed by the 
strikers the Metropolitan company has 
its fight won, for the strikers' hands are 
tied for seven days and in the meantime 
the Metropolitan company can go about 
the reorganization of its disrupted forces. 
The injunction is predicated upon the 
fact that several persons complained 
against as threatening the interests of 
the company are residents of other states, 
and the further fact that the strikers 
threaten to prevent the company from 
carrying out Its contract with the gov- 
ernment to transport the city mail car- 
riers to and from their routes. 


Fraud Unearthed at Chicago. 


Chicago, May 14.—A scheme by which 


the city of Chicago has been defrauded 
out of sums aggregating $200,000, ac- 
cording to Chief of Detectives Colleran, 
has been unearthed. Clarence M. "Wolfe 
and George W. Piggott, employes of the 
water office in the city hall, are under 
arrest, charged with participating1 in 
the conspiracy. It is alleged that Wolfe 
and Plgigott were caught in the. act of 
changing the dial ot a water meter. So 
conclusive is the showing against the 
men arrested that they have confessed 
their guilt. By breaking the cap of a 
water meter the conspirators had no dif- 
ficulty in changing the hands on the 
dial so as to cut down as much as de- 
sired the record of water used. 


Town In Possession of a Mob. 


Pittsburg, May 14.—A mob of men and 


boys, numbering about 2000, has posses- 
sion of Turtle Creek, a small town about 
eight miles from here, and the sheriff 
has been called upon to suppress the riot.

REPUTATION NOT GOOD 


Peace Proposals of Buencamino 


Will Have But Very Little 


Effect with Filipinos 


Manila, Maytl4.—It does not seem 


probable that the peace proposals uhkh 
Senor Buencamino, at one time a mem 
ber of the so-called Filipino go/em- 
inent, has- drawn up for submission a 
Agulnaldo and the other insurgent 
leaders will have much weight with the 
Filipinos. 
' 


Buencamino's reputation, gained in 


former wars, is that of a man who hur- 
ries to get on the winning side. He was 
in disfavor with the Filipinos even be- 
fore the collapse of their government, 
owing to a widespread suspicion of dis- 
loyalty to his colleagues. 


The latest rumor of an outbreak In 


Manila among- the native!, which was 
in circulation last we«k, was seriously 
discussed by some of the local papers 
and attracted more general attention 
than has usually been the case with this 
sort of thing. 


Aa a matter of fact many Filipino* did 


leave their American employers with 
the apparent intention of joining eome 
•uch movement. Their action, taken in 
connection with the arrest of several 
natives for carrying concealed1 weapons 
and the dispersion of several suspicious 
gatherings, gave color to the reports. 


The officials have been active in the 


matter, but are not inclined to think an 
uprising will be attempted. They be- 
lieve the Filipinos, lacking In the neces- 
sary courage, especially In view of the 
fact that the natives' feared to attempt 
the demonstration at the time of Gen- 
eral Lawton's funeral, although they 
bad made careful preparations, and 
many insurgents had com* to Manila 
for this purpose. 


A paper found among the captured 


effects of General Pantateon Garcia as- 
serts that the United States congress 
has done nothing for the Filipinos, and 
that, therefore, all Filipinos who are 
working for American* must leave their 
employers immediately or suffer the 
penalty of tr<*jison. 


One report is that the Filipino junta la 


endeavoring to incite an outbreak in 
order to show the* civil conunisaiion that 
the insurrection is still alive. 


Last week General MacArthur re- 


ceived a large number of officials, con* 
suls, oflJters and representatives of com- 
mercial bodies. To Lieutenant Colonel 
Crowder, his military secretary, he will 
assign many duties heretofore devolv- 
ing upon the adjutant general. This 
Btep Is taken in view of the increasing 
Importance of the post of governor gen- 
eral. General MaoArthur's policy ap- 
pears to involve considerable decen- 
tralization. He will give to his staff au- 
thority in matters of detail aittl will de- 
vote himself largely to a question of 
policy.

The hospitals and prisons In this city 


furnish some notable material for fu- 
ture historians. Such exquisite con- 
trasts in human nature and such a va- 
riety of emotions have not existed since 
the days of the early Christian mar- 
tyrs, says Allan Sangrce, the New York 
World's correspondent, writing from 
Cape Town, under date of iTarch 26. 


On the one hand you hare a few 


thousand Boers of the most provincial 
type, few of whom ever before saw the 
ocean, steamships or steam cars, pen- 
ned up Inside an up to date bicycle 
track. The very cement path with its 
preclpitious incline Is a constant mar- 
vel to them. As for the 200 transports 
and men-of-war tlwt He in the harbor, 
his dialect Is liadequate to express the 
old Boer's ceaseless wonder. 


Yesterday, by great good luck, I slip- 


ped by a sentry and secured a few mo- 
ments' conversation with a group just 
arrived. 
Some of the more tutored 


were attempting to explain the mys- 
tery of ocean navigation, but I noticed 
they had meager success. 


The final comment of one man who 


seemed really anxious to be enlighten- 
ed was: "I can understand about the 
steam cars, but the steamship I cannot 
understand. Where does it unhitch 
when night comes?" 


From early dawn until nightfall 


these old plainsmen, with their rough 
ciothes, slouch hats and ill kempt whis- 
kers, lean over the top of the grand 
stand and gaze at the thousands of 
English troops that march by with a 
great clanking of trappings and shuf- 
fling of feet 
Some of the younger 


men and boys play football for diver- 
sion, but the majority wander about 
aimlessly, only to look up with a gleam 
In their eyes when an outsider ap- 
proaches very near. A rebuke from 
the sentry will-arouse all the cunning 
of the imprisoned Boer, and he will 
pace up and down, darting envenomed 
looks at the guard, for all the world 
like a wild animal 


"You 
want to look out; he's artful, Is 


that chap with the blue trousies," 
warns a chubby faced cockney guard. 
"We're only 'opin Vll get to that wire* 
and then, my «ye! We'll fill his bloom- 
ink 'ide with lead!" 


And this Is no idle threat The wire 


to/ question runs about the track two 
rods from the fence and the orders are 
to shoot any one who lays his hand on 
It Two were shot this week. The last 
was a boy only 12 years old, who man- 
aged to get over the dead line and 
climb the fence. Just as he reached 
the top a sentry caught sight of him 
and the poor lad dropped with a bullet 
through his body. 


The Boers are as cunning in devising 


methods of escape as in warfare. They 
are aided in their efforts, too, by hun- 
dreds of sympathizers in the city. In- 
deed, the whole colony is so.divided in 
sentiment it Is impossible to know 
whom one can trust In the siege of 
Kimberley persons from the city man- 
aged each day to send outside a list of 
the British killed and wounded. One 
of the curiosities displayed in a drug 
store window here is a football taken 
from a boy who was kicking it along 
carelessly toward the Boer lines at 
Kimberley. It attracted the attention 
of a sentinel, who cut it open and dis- 
covered a neat diagram of the town 
showing exactly where each shell had 
landed during the day. Pigeons and 
dogs were also used to convey intelli- 
gence. 


In Cape Town the other day a truck 


driver was discovered selling to the 
Boers melons which contained pistols 
and knives. The prisoners at Simons 
Bay dug a tunnel 80 feet long and near- 
ly accomplished a wholesale escape. 
A German engineer laid out the course- 
and started a bole in his tent Every 
day for four weeks the prisoners work- 
ed in squads, lying down on their 
stomachs and wriggling along, tearing 
away the earth with tbeir fingers or 
part of a knife. 


Unfortunately the engineer planned 


the tunnel so that it would emerge Just 
under a sentry box on the outside of 
the fence. The result was that a sol- 
dier heard the subterranean scratch-

TUB FAU, OF KBOONSTADT 


The news from South Africa is un- 


expected to many but expected to quite 
B, number.' It was fully believed not 
Jong ago that the Boers would make a 
determined stand at Kroonstadt, a 
place that they had put in, excellent 
condition for strong defense. This be- 
lief was strengthened by the movement 
•of th« Boer envoys who are now coming 
to the United States. The argument 
was that every effort would be made to 
keep Lord Roberts out of Transvaal 
territory until the envoys had their 
•work well begun in the United States. 
Besides there was an opinion that to 
retreat from Kronstadt would have a 
very depressing effect on the Orange 
Free State allies of the Transvaal, It is 
hardly possible to make- a fight of any 
consequence on Free State soil north of 
Kroonstadt, and the abandoning of 
Free State soil to tbe enemy without a 
blow for its defense must tell heavily 
upon the courage and enthusiasm of 
Free State men. But it seems Free 
State territory is to be deserted and left 
to the conqueror and it seems that the 
Free Staters are tiring of their com- 
panions in arms. 
Lord Roberts an- 


nounces his taking of Kroonstadt with- 
out a struggle and he cables the es- 
trangement between the allies. The 
news dispatches are tb the effect that 
President Steyn went so far as to use 
bis whip to lash the wavering Free 
Staters into line. It was Ineffectual, 
and the Tranavaalers headed for their 
border while the Free Staters took an- 
other route. The expectation Is that 
Free State opposition has about col- 
lapsed, but it is w*H not to count too 
much on this Just at present The dis- 
patches are contradltory as to the lo- 
cation of the Free Staters. Earlier 
news located them at Lindley, a point 
to the east, and todays news places 
them at Heliborn to the north. The 
latter place 1» the more probable, for a 
retreat to Lindley would put the Free 
Staters in quite a dangerous situation, 
uear to Buller from Van Reenens pass 
and south of Lord Roberts, who could 
afford to stop at Kroonstadt and send 
down enough force to destroy them. 
They are now In the line of Lord Rob- 
erts' march and may retreat If neces- 
sary into Transvaal territory. But no 
natter how things may turn in minor 
ways, the sweep of Lord Roberts has 
ha4 powerful effect and will develop

It must be pleasing to every cltlsen, 


the newr that decisive steps are being 
taken towards the acquirement of 
what will really be something of a pub- 
lie park.

In 
fact we should have moved long ago 
and probably would have done so had 
we not been engaged in practically re- 
building the city.

The warm thanks of the community 
are due the men who seem to have 
brought the matter close to successful 
issue by themselves assuming; con- 
siderable responsibility in a public 
spirited way.

BAIT REFRIGERATORS. 
' 


A Canadian Government Enterprise 


For tbe Beneflt of Fishermen. 


One of the most important schemes 


which have occupied theattention of the 
Canadian government bas been Inau- 
gurated this year—viz, the establish- 
ment of refrigerators for the storage 
of fresh bait by the government, in co- 
operation with associations of fisher- 
men along the coast, says Commercial 
Agent F. S. S. Johnson in tbe Pitts 
burg Dispatch. Season after season 
the complaint arises that bait is scarce 
precisely when it is most urgently re- 
quired, yet such bait can, as a rule, b« 
obtained in abundance earlier in the 
season when the men^are not in need 
of it 
A parliamentary appropriation 


of $25,000 enabled the department oi 
agriculture to remedy the difficulty 
Bait associations were organized and 
freezers constructed. 


Among the more important featurei 


characterizing the fishermen's bait as- 
sociations are their entirely voluntary 
nature, tbe co-operative method oi 
conducting them, the assistance by th« 
Dominion government to the extent oi 
60 per cent of cost of building the 
freezers and the payment of a propor- 
tion of tbe cost of operating tbe freez- 
ers.

KfLLING OF BIRDS. 


tftsvopeauB Authorities Are Trying: «• 


Stop Bird Mnderers. 


In view of the pending legislation in 


congress for the protection of birds, 
a letter on tbe sublet, just received 
at the department of state in Wash- 
ington from Consul General Dubois, 
at St. Gall, Swlteerland, Is of special 
Interest, says the St Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. Mr. Dubois writes that a law 
was enacted prohibiting the trapping 
or killing of song birds or the robbing 
or molesting of their nests in any part 
of tbe Alpine republic. But in northern 
Italy bird murder is epidemic and this 
spring bas spread over the Swiss Ital- 
ian canton of Tessin, where the wil- 
low wren, hedge sparrow, black cap, 
swallow, nightingale snd little singers 
of all kinds are victims of the trap, 
the net and the gun. 


As the seasons come and go, the 


Swiss birds make their pilgrimage 
south, and Sin going and returning 
across northern Italy and the* Swiss 
canton of Tessin they are mercilessly 
pursued by hunters of all ages and all 
classes. On the Lake of Maggiore it 
is estimated that at least 60,000 of the 
feathered songsters are trapped or kill- 
ed every year, and in tbe region around 
about Bergamo, Verona, Cblavena and 
Brescia many millions are indiscrimi- 
nately slaughtered to satisfy the de- 
mand of tbe tables and of the millinery 
establishments of the world. 


One of tbe schemes is to cover tbe 


limbs of trees and of the rocks, and 


i even the telegraph wires along the 


line of the bird migrations with a cer- 
tain paste of such adhesive qualities 
that whenever tbe birds stop in their 
flight for rest or food they are held 
helpless captives. Hundreds are often 
captured In a very small space by thia 
simple means. 


During tbe past year the border po- 


lice of Tessin captured and destroyed 
13,000 bird traps set to imprison these 
weary little fliers. The authorities are 
being urged to take the most rigorous 
measures to suppress the evil. The 
criminal courts are having many more 
bird law violation cases than formerly, 
and bird catching and killing crimes, 
which in former years were either over- 
looked or punished only slightly, are 
now dealt with ^fiip

Noth- 
ing is more irritating to bees than sud- 
den jars.

to Compete With the Gr««ft Wait. 
Mr. E. W. Ehman of Orsvffle, Cal., a 


gentleman interested In the California 
olive industry, paid a pleasant visit to 
the Deseret Evening News office the 
other day and talked Interestingly on 
the subject of olives and olive oil 
Among other things he maintained that 
the ripe fruit pickled Is now rapidly 
taking the place of the green article 
wherever It Is Introduced. This should 
be of great importance to California, 
for while that state cannot compete 
with the Mediterranean countries in 
the green olive its ripe fruit is said to 
be far superior in flavor to the import- 
ed article. 


Olives as a foodstuff deserve much 


more recognition than they have re- 
ceived hitherto. In oriental countries 
where meat is scarce and but sparing- 
ly eaten olives seem to be a faost val- 
uable substitute for animal food. Phy- 
sicians, we believe, recommend the ripe 
olive for patients with weak digestion, 
and it asserted that it is of great value 
In kidney and liver affections. An ar- 
ticle of food which is both highly nu- 
tritious and possessing medicinal qual- 
ities deserves general attention. 


It is difficult to understand why the 


green olives should be preferred gen- 
erally to the ripe fruit The roaming 
sons of Arabia eat all kinds of fruit 
green In the belief that the "strength 
of youth" thus paasee from the fruit to 
the consumer, but that consideration 
does not obtain in western enlightened 
countries. But Mr. Bhman. explains 
this puzzle. • According to him 
the 


preparation of the ripe olive for the 
market is a delicate and somewhat 
dangerous task. The ripe olive on the 
tree, he says, is a handsome black 
berry, but contains an acid as bitter as 
quinine, so that strangers never eat 
more than one raw ripe olive. This 
acid must be neutralized and expelled 
and without injuring the quality of 
the fruit or the oil. A strong solution 
of lye is used, and herein lies the dan- 
ger both to product and to pickler. If 
the olive is left too long in the solution, 
the berry turns to a very nice quality 
of soft soap, so that a difference of 
one-half hour will ruin the crop and in- 
cidentally the pickler. 
Besides- this, 


should any of the lye splash on the 
hands or in the eyes the effect can be 
easily imagined. After the lye process 
come several rinsings In clear, cold 
water, and after several days !n a 
strong salt brine the olive is ready for 
the table, 


This being the case, it is easy to un- 


derstand that exporters should prefer 
to ship the green berry to the risk in- 
volved In the preservation of the ripe 
one. But it is self evident that tbe 
former is inferior in quality. The sub- 
ject is not without interest to Utah, 
where the value of pure olive oil is so 
highly appreciated.

THEGREYLOCK SUMMER ROAD 


Provisions of the Act Which Authorized 


Its Construction 


The following is the test of the re- 


cent act of the leKlslatur«^und«r which 
the new Greylock road Is being built, 
and which is of much local nterest: 


Section 1. The county commission- 


ers of the county of BerkF'hlre are 
hereby authorized to lay out, construct 
and maintain at the expense of the 
county a public way from a point near 
the residence of George A Bauer, in 
the town of New Ashford, through the 
town of New Ashford, Adama and 
Williamstown, and the city of North 
Adams* and across the Greylock state 
reservation, to a terminus near the 
Notcli reservoir, so-called, 'n the city 
of North Adams. Said road shall be 
located and may be altered In the man- 
ner now provided by law for tfie loca- 
tion and alteration of county ways. 


Section 2. The county commission- 


ers may close said way during such 
seasonb of the year as they, deem il 
wise to do so, or when it la necessary 
to close it for repairs. 


Section 3. The county commission- 


ers shall not be required to erect 
bound* of said highway upon the Grey- 
lock reservation, nor upon more than 
one «lde of the way where it pane* 
over private lands. 


Section 4. Thic act shall take effect 


upon it* passage. [Approved April IS, 
1900.

DRAWIN6 PLANS FOR BRIDGES 


Architect Stowsll to Design the New 


Beaver Bridges 


The contract for drawfiig^ plans for 


the new Beaver bridges was let Satur- 
day to Charles F. Stowell, the Albany 
bridge architect who designed 
the 


Phoenix bridge. Mr. Stowell will hasten 
the work of preparing the plans and 
specifications so that they will be 
ready for the call for bids by June 1. 
It is expected to have the bridges com-

The upper bridge will be of a low 


truss design, while the lower bridge 
will be a plate girder bridge. A pier

Both bridge* will be designed for 


brick paved flooring, and will have a 
clwr 24 foot carriage way, with 5% 
foot sidewalks on each side, this being 
the same width as the Phoenix bridge.

TO DESTROY PRAIRIE DOQS. 


Q\*r**m* th* Peat. 


Tbe prairie dog pest, which tuw caus- 


ed the farmers aud stockmen of the 
Panbaotlft section of Texas seven 
losaac durlns the pact aeveral years. Is 
fast being eradicated. The Hon. T. 0. 
Peerr of Baylor county, member of the 
state legislature, who Introduced a bill 
at the last session of that body, provid- 
ing for the extermination of all the 
prairie dogs In the state, has been 
spending a few days In Austin. He 
says that while he regrets that fate bill 
did not become a law and thereby 
make the killing of the prairie dogs 
compulsory, yet a new method ot kill- 
ing the little animals has been discov- 
ered and Io being generally adopted by 
the fanners and stockmen throughout 
the pest stricken section. 


"It was discovered several months 


agb," Mr. Peery said to a reporter of 
the Chicago Record, "that the animals 
could be exterminated by suffocation, 
the method being to saturate a piece of 
cotton with bisulphide of carbon. This 
Is dropped In the pralrlo dogs' mound 
and covered over. It rapidly gener- 
ates a gas which has a tendency to 
penetrate downward Into every corner 
of the underground chambers occupied 
by tbe parent dogs and their young, 
giving them a quick and easy death. 
Millions of prairie dogs have been kill- 
ed In this manner during the past few 
months. A number of men have takes 
hold of the work as a regular business, 
and they take contracts to rid farms 
and ranches of the pest at the extreme- 
ly low rate of 4 cents per acre, or $25 
per section. Inasmuch as the animals 
destroyed fully 50 per cent of tbe 
grass and wheat in the Panhandle sec- 
tion, the landowners can well afford 
to pay the low price demanded for get- 
ting rid of the little pests. Tbe only 
difficulty about making the riddance 
permanent Is that the railroad compa- 
nies and state own vast tracts of land 
in tbe Panhandle, and there is no ef- 
fort being made to exterminate the 
prairie dogs on these lands. They 
propagate very rapidly and are contin- 
ually migrating from one section into 
another. It will therefore take con- 
stant work to keep the dogs off those 
eectlons of lands which adjoin the rail, 
road and state lands. The state and 
railroads should be forced to extermi- 
nate the pests on their own lands, and 
if that was done the complete eradica- 
tion of the pestin Texas would soon be 
accomplished." 


Previous to' the discovery that the 


prairie dogs could be easily killed by 
the fumes of bisulphide of carbon the 
principal method of 
exterminating 


them was by trapping and" poison. This 
was such a slow process, however, that 
comparatively little headway 
was 


made. 


JUDGE ALDRICH'S FEAT. 


Shot the Rapid* at Beecfcet** Fall*, 


N. H., In a Lumberman's) Canoe. 
Judge B. 8^ Aldrich of the United 


States circuit court recently rode 
through the rips below Beecher*s falls, 
near Colebrook, N. H., in a lumber- 
man's canoe, a feat that is rarely un- 
dertaken at this time of the year ex- 
cept by experienced boatmen, says the 
New York Sun. He came through the 
whirling white water in safety a half 
mile below the starting point at the 
foot of the falls, and, although drench- 
ed to the skin, was delighted with the 
novel sensation of being tossed about 
like an eggshell at tbe mercy of the 
.Waves. 


The 40,000,000 foot log drive of the 


Connecticut Valley Lumber company 
passed Beecher's falls the other day, 
with 600 men hi charge, but several 
boat crews that had been at work in 
tbe streams, picking up the floating 
logs, came over the falls the other day. 
Judge Aldrich saw tbe canoes pass the 
rips and induced the crew of the last 
boat to carry him as a passenger. The 
boatmen took him at his own risk, and 
the canoe dashed through at railroad 
speed, shipping barrels of water, but 
landing the judge in safety. 


Boatbern Birds Being Exterminated. 


Effects of plume hunting and pot 


shooting in the southern states for the 
northern market are startingly shown 
by the bird census returns from Flori- 
da and Texas, says the New York Tel- 
egraph. Since the year 1885 feathered 
life in the southern peninsula state 
has decreased 77 per cent, while the 
diminution in the Lone Star State is 
only 2 per cent less. Florida is now 
trying to do something to protect its 
birds. Agricultural interests have suf- 
fered BO severely on account of the 
slaughter the state authorities have 
been aroused.

Charles Blake 
of Williamstown was arrested late Sat- 
urday night by Sheriff Richards and 
Officer Dumfrey. and yesterday waa 
turned over to Sergeant Foy of the 
local recruiting office. He was placed 
in the police station for safe keeping, 
and

notified, 


reaching here this morning to make 
out the return papers. Sergeant Poy 
will take him back to Plattsburg to- 
morrow morning, and he will be obliged 
to stand court martial for desertion. 


Blake vhose home Is in White Oaks 


was enlisted here March 19, and v;as 
assigned to the 15th infantry ot Platts- 
burg. Last Thursday he disappeared 
from the barracks, and turned up 
shortly after at his home in White 
Oaks. His appearance there caused 
considerable comment, and Saturday 
morning Sheriff Richards received a 
notice from Captain Thompson of the 
15th infantry, asking for Blake's ar- 
rest as a deserter. The officers went to 
his home at once and got him that 
night. 


When arrested Blake seemed much 


alarmed, and said that he had Intended 
to go back, but he had told other 
stories to his friends in Williamstown, 
saying to some that he had deserted, 
and seeming proud of It. To others he 
had said he was out on furlough, which 
was received with some surprise on ac- 
count of his recent enlistment. He 
gave as an excuse for desertion, to 
those whom he told that story, that 
the food at the barracks was very poor, 
and that the accommodations were 
pox>r.

It is thought possible that the light 


treatment of Luther Hassan some time 
ago when charged with the same of- 
fense, influenced Blake to believe that 
he could leave when he wanted to and 
not suffer in consequence.

romp to fnr a reward of $30 from the 
government.

DEATH OF MRS, F, E, SWIFT 


Htr Wirk I « tht HMpital and in til 


Chultbit UMI 


E., wife at Potter E. Swift, 


died at ISO o'clock Sunday morning at 
h»r borne In the Wilson house. She bad 
been 111 for leas than a week, Buffering 
from peritonitis. Monday evening she 
was taken ill very suddenly, and al- 
though the following day she was 
slightly better, on Wednesday she be- 
gan to fail rapidly, and the nature of 
her disease was seen. In spite of all 
that human care could do, she grew 
steadily weaker, and for the two days 
before her death it had been seen that 
the end was near. 
She was uncon- 


scious much of the time on Friday, but 
waa able to recognize her niece, Miss 
Noble, who arrived from Boston Satur- 
day morning. Prom that time, how- 
ever, she was unconscious, her strength 
failing steadily until the end came so 
quietly as to seem hardly a change. 


Mrs. Swift had 'ived in North, Adams 


for the past 29 years, and few women 
had taken a more active part In the 
charitable and social life of the com- 
munity. Her death removes one whom 
many had learned to love for her ten- 
derness in time of distress and her de- 
votion to the relief of suffering. It was 
In" connection with the North Adams 
hospital that she had been most promi- 
nent in public charitable work, but of 
her private efforts to relieve those who 
were In need of help and sympathy, 
only those to whom she was such, a 
friend will ever know. 


While she had done much In connec- 


tion with the work of the Congrega- 
tional church and other organizations, 
the hospital had been the cause to 
which she had given the larger part of 
her time and effort. From its founda- 
tion in 1885, she had been on Its board 
of officers, and few had given it more 
faithful and consistent service. For its 
growth and development to meet the 
growing needs of the community her 
labors had been unceasing, and in its 
success she experienced the sincerest 
satisfaction. 
Better than 
most ehe 


knew the good it was doing and the 
needs of Its future, and when taken 
with her final illness, she was actively 
engaged In plans for the increasing of 
its work in the building of the new 
home for nurses, for which she had 
long seen the necessity. 


Mrs. Swift was born 63 years ago In 


Kochester, Vt, the daughter of Rev. 
and Mrs. C. D. Noble. Her father was 
a Congregational minister, and the son 
of a Congregational minister. When 
she was only a few years old her par- 
ents moved to Springfield, Vt., her 
father dying soon after. 
It was in 


Springfield that she was married to Mr. 
Swift in June, 1859. They lived for a 
few years in Bellows Falls, Vt., St. 
Louis, Mo., and Carlo, 111., coming 
here from the latter place in March, 
1871. 
Since that time Mr. Swift had 


been connected with the Wilson house 
until two weeks ago, and their home 
had been In the hotel. 


Mrs. Swift was a member of the Con- 


gregational church, and at once allied 
herself with the work of the denomina- 
tion here, although she did not be- 
come a member of the local church. In 
the social and benevolent work of the 
church she had bean prominent and 
only a few weeks before her death had 
devoted almost more effort than her 
strength would warrant, to one of the 
church's benevolent activities. 
Her 


Christian heritage and religious in- 
stinct were of deeds rather than words, 
and was shown in whatever form of 
activity she was engaged, whether In 
the line marked out by church or other 
organization. 


In social and literary lines she waa 


a factor in the life of the city as well. 
She was a member of the Monday club, 
and one of its most active workers, 
especially in the larger interests that 
make for the good and advancement 
of the community. Her residence in 
the Wilson house, added to her hos- 
pitable spirit, put her frequently In the 
position of hostess for this and other 
organizations, and her cordial sincerity 
on these occasions was but another 
manifestation of her devotion to the 
happiness of others. 


More of Mrs. Swift's work was done 


in the face of physical suffering than 
many knew. Since the Ashtabula rail- 
road wreck in 1876, in which she was 
injured, she had been subject to much 
suffering and a few years ago she was 
again hurt In a carriage accident. This 
however, did not lessen her activity, 
and from her there was never a com- 
plaint. 


The success of her work came from 


a geniua for executive management 
that placed her in the lead of many 
movements, and kept her at the head 
of the hospital work. She was vice- 
president of the hospital board of con- 
trol and chairman of the committee on 
admissions. In the practical manage- 
ment of affairs she lost none of the 
broad sympathy and personal interest 
in others that was hers by nature, as 
hundreds who have been cared for In 
the Institution can testify. She was a 
frequent visitor 
in, the wards, and 


knew each patient personally and as 
a friend. In her, tenderness and force 
of character formed a rare union. Ef- 
fectiveness was added to her labors 
because of the unobtrusiveness c her 
manner, a modesty of self-interest that 
characterized all that she did. It is a 
loss her death brings to the city that 
hundreds share, none knowing how 
widely her influence has been spread. 


Mrs. Swift leaves, besides her hus- 


band, one sister. Mrs. H. M. Streeter of 
Riverside, Cal., formerly of this city. 
She also leaves a nephew and three 
nieces, one of whom, Miss Pearl Noble, 
has made her home with Mra. Swift 
for some years. ( f! 


The funeral will be held tomorrow 


afternoon at 3 o'clock In the Congre- 
gational church, Rev. W. I*. Tenney 
conducting the service. Burial will be 
in Southview cemetery. 


The body will be taken from the Wil- 


son to the Congregational church at 
10 o'clock, and from 1 to 2.30 o'clock 
there will.be an oppotrunity for all to 
view the remains. The casket will not 
be opened after the service. Women 
friends of Mrs. Swift will be with the 
body while It lie* In the church.

Notable Change for Monumint Squirt

The decision of the Methodlit church, 


reported in thla paper Saturday, to tear 
down the old Richardson house at 
Monument square and put the new par- 
sonage in Its place on the corner, will 
make a decided change in the appear- 
ance of the square this summer. It 
was at first expected that the new par- 
sonage would be put either north or 
east of the 
Richardson ho^se, but 


neither plan was entirely satisfactory, 
and so arrangements were made with 
Cluett & Sons "to give up their lease on 
the Richardson house, and "he decision 
reached to tear it down. 


Of the Richardson house a local cor- 


respondent writes: 


The house to be demolished was built 


about 35 years ago by the late Amasa 
W. Richardson, a wealthy manufac- 
turer, and cost J54.000. It was in its 
day one of the most elegant houses ii> 
North Adams. The rooms are very 
large, the ceilings are high, and the 
doors and front stairs and railing are 
of solid black walnut Everything else 
about the house is on a similar scale, 
and it seems a pity that so elegant and 
expensive a structure should be so soon 
out-lawed by fashion. For some years 
before Cluett & Sons took possession 
the first floor was used as a public 
library. Altfiough the house cost over 
$50,000, the property wds bought by the 
church for $23,000. This was a big re- 
duction from first cost, and yet by the 
time the old house is disposed of and 
the parsonage completed it will con- 
stitute a pretty expensive property for 
a parsonage in a small city.

Supreme Court Sittings 


The sitting of the supreme court in 


Pittsfleld last week, with Judge Lor- 
ing on the bench, was short, as in late 
years the May eqjiity oittings have 
been. The court was in session but 
an hour and a half, so that Is annually 
used as an argument for the abolition 
of the sittings of that oench In this 
county. It has been some time since 
there haa been a jury summoned, as no 
cases have been heard where the fram- 
ing of the issues of fact have found it 
necessary to call 12 men to oass on the 
questions. There have been no will 
contests before a jury in "some years, 
and In fact appeals from the Berkshire 
probate court are not many, and such 
aa do go up usually result in Judge 
Slocum being sustained. Few probate 
judges make more of a study of the 
law In such matters In this state than 
Judge Slocum, whose training as regis- 
ter for some years under the late Judge 
Robinson so well fitted him for %vork 
on that bench.—Springfield Republican.

The directors of the Stanley electric 


manufacturing company met at Pitts- 
fleld Saturday, «nd the contracts for 
building the extensive new shops at 
Mormngside were awarded. R. L. Fos- 
burg of Buffalo, who built Berkshire 
mill number 4 in Adams, has the con- 
tract for the erection of the buildings, 
and the Boston bridge steel company 
has the steel work. The seven build- 
ings planned represent an outlay of 
about 300,000. 
All the buildings, ex- 


cepting the power and boiler houses, 
will be on the Whittlesey tract, north 
of the Boston and Albany tracks.
